Was not fearful of the outcome. 
"I faced the death chair twice,” said 
Thaw. “W hy should I worry about go­ 
ing back to M atteaw anT ’ 
Mr. Jerom e had not reached here 
and, In the absence of Franklin Ken­ 
nedy, 
deputy 
attorney

In 
charge of the New York forces, no 
authoritative statem ent could be ob­ 
tained as to the tim e of his arrival. 
On the Thaw side the arrival here 
of Roger O'M ara was ju st as Indemnity. 
Thaw him self said he had not sum ­ 
moned the Pittsburg detective. 
Subsequently he am ended this. 
“J 
expect to see Roger,” he adm itted. 


Useless to Argue With Thaw. 
H aving found it useless to argue with 
him T haw ’s law yers brought about a 
truce in the threatened breach by 
agreeing to let Thaw 
m anage the 
'•publicity end of the case.” 
To Thaw this end has become pre­ 
dom inant. 
Ile has been told th a t he 
is likely to be deported to Vermont 
after the im m igration authorities take 
him into custody and he made a re­ 
quest for u list of tho leading new s­ 
papers of th a t state. 
‘I may have some very im portant 
statem en ts to give them ,” he said. 
Two conferences—in one of which 
Thaw participated—w ere held by the 
Thaw 
lawyers. 
The chief counsel, 
Mr. Greenshields, was absent. 
None of the Thaw lawyers cared to 
m ake any predictions as to the un­ 
winding of the legal phases of the 
case, but it was understood th at they 
would 
come into court with their 
habeas 
corpus 
writ, 
granted 
last 
week, on W ednesday, as agreed, and 
begin their real battle w hen the im­ 
m igration authorities 
take up 
the 
question of deporting Thaw as an un­ 
desirable alien. 
Should the hearing result in Thaw ’s 
deportation the Canadian authorities 
would then drop the case and Am eri­ 
can law yers begin an involved light 
against Thaw ’s extradition from w hat 
ever state to which he may be sent.

The rule of a party m ajority must 
be enforced or the rule by pnrtios 
abandoned.

If parties which 
are successful are to control, then the 
m ajority of those parties, voiced in 
caucus expression, m ust control the 
party. 
It w as not the rule of th e m ajority 
by caucus which disrupted the Repub­ 
lican party during the last four years 
It was the rule by a handful of leaders 
w ho insisted th a t they w ere tho party 
and should control party policy.
